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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-14 are pending in this application filed August 17, 2005. 

Applicant's claims are directed toward antiperspirant aerosol compositions. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. 

Claims 1-14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by both Hall 
USP No. 5,840,289, cited and supplied by applicant and McGlone et al USP No. 
6,503,492. 

Hall discloses antiperspirant aerosol compositions and methods of making the 
same. Hall further discloses in column 1 that the compositions comprise non-hollow 
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milled activated aluminum chlorohydrate. Hall further discloses that the carrier fluid is 
masking oil which includes silicone oil. Hall discloses each and every aspect of the 
invention as claimed by the applicant with the exception of specifically stating that the 
masking oil has the specific viscosity as recited by applicant. It is the examiner's 
position that said viscosity would be inherently possessed by the referenced 
antiperspirant compositions since they are exactly the same as those claimed by 
applicant. 

McGlone discloses antiperspirant or deodorant compositions. In column 8, lines 
55-65, McGlone further discloses that said compositions are aerosol compositions. In 
column 6, lines 45-60, McGlone discloses the specific oil or masking oils or silicone oils 
which are employed and the same viscosity claimed by applicant. In column 14, 
McGlone discloses the milled AACH claimed by applicant in the instant invention. 
McGlone discloses each and every aspect of the invention as claimed by applicant.
